ANNUAL, 
INSTITUTE. 


Soon the wort of the next school year 


' will begin. As yet we have riot heard 


anything concerning the holding of a 
Teachers' Institute, either State or 
coanty. No one can question the good 
results of these annual 
gatherings. 


Those of the past have proved most ben- 
eficial to the educators as well as to 
those being educated. From them, the 
patrons of the schools and those inter- 
ested in the progress of school work 
have received a salutary impetus, have 
been stimulated to renewed action in the 
matter of advancing the educational in. 
terest of the State. Nevada has not 
been generous in encouraging these 
gatherings, but baa authorized the annual 
expenditure of $100 in this work, and 
each county has the same amount at its 
disposal. This fund should be utilized. 
It the looal authorities are remiss in ap- 
propriating and expending the fund set 
apart for enhancing the school interests, 
the leading educational officer of the 
State could not engage in a more profit- 
able work than that of holding a series 
of institutes in tha several counties ol 
the State, thus awakening an interest, 
that would create a State institute, which 
would be move than the peer of any- 
thing of the kind ever before held. 


Next year there will be a national As- 


sociation of Teachers held in San Fran- 
cisco. Nevada should be generously 
represented in that body. To do this, 
will reqni.e organized work, and that 
work can be effected in no better way 
thau through a system of o ounty insti- 
tutes, followed up by a State institute. 


COMIrJG WESTWARD. 


Tourist travel is heavy for this season 


of the year, when there is hardly any- 
thing doing in this line of business. Bat 
the influx of the people from thj East 
saema to be no longer confined to, the 
fall and winter months, California hav- 
ing been found to be aa delightful as a 
summer resort as it is as a refuge from 
the severities of an Eastern winter. No 
previous summer Las seen so many 
visitors in California as has the present 
one. The hotels in the southern part 
of the State are crowded at a season 
when they are generally deserted, and 
those which did not anticipate a sam- 
mer rush, and have not opened their 
doors, could have been filled during the 
entire season. 


AH the noted resorts in California 


have been thronged with visitors, the 
Yosemite being crowded. The travel 
from Portland, Oregon, over the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon road has been un- 
usually heavy, and is constantly in- 
creasing. This road is becoming popu- 
lar with tourists, many of whom came 
westward over the Northern Pacific in 
order to pass through Oregon along 
this scenic route. Shasta and neigh- 
boring resorts have boen crowded this 
summer, but many Sun Francisco peo- 
dle are now returning in order to send 
their children to school. The Raymond 
excursions will leave Boston on Sep- 
tember 32th and October llth, these 
being the first through "across the 
countineut " excursions of the season. 
The first is to go to Yellowstone Park 
on the way west, and the second will 
come by the 
Northern Pacific oucl 


through Washington Territory by rail. 
The first party will reach California by 
way of the Oregon and California road, 
thereby passing through the 
most 


picturesque portion of Oregon. Both 
parties will visit every place of any note 
in the Oolden State. The second ex- 
cursion is calculated to occupy fifty-one 
days, and will cost transits $450 each. 


It is now conceded that the rush to 


California this coming winter will be 
greater than ever before, and that real 
estate transactions will leach a pro- 
digious sum. 


If you can get aw%y for a Summer va- 


cation, it is best to go. If yon cannot, 
yon will find great comfort in the re- 
flection that there is no place like 
home. So says the Evening Beport. 


California will be knee deep with 


tourists this Fall and Winter. Keep up 
your courage Nevada, the wave will 
yet reach yon and will roll from one 
boundary line to the other.

"GRANT AMD L.OOAH." 


A Lecture by R«v JUr. J. P. Hewmnu 
*t Howard Presbyterian Chnreli. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says: Bev 


Dr. J. P. Newman, the famous Wash 
ingtou divine, delivered a lecture a 
Howard Presbyterian Church last Toes 
day evening, the subject of which wai 
"Grant and Logan." A largo audienoi 
was present. The church was tastefully 
decorated with flowers. The speaker 
was introduced by Senator Stanford 
whose appearance wag the signal fo: 
prolonged applause. 


After referring briefly to the euiinen 


fitness of Senator Stanford, thu war 
Governor of California, and a persona 
friend of both Grant and Logan, pro 
siding upon snob an occasion, the elo 
quent speaker spoke of the triumphs 
won and ovations received by the groa 
captains of other ages and comparec 
their achievements and reiinlts with 
those of Grant. 


The three great pageants of the work 


have been witnessed in Home, France 
and America. In the year 274 of our 
era Borne was witness of the marvelous 
grandeur of the triumph accorded to 
Aurelius. The glories of this splendid 
event 
were 
graphically 
depicted 


Twenty elephants headed the great pro 
cession and 1,600 gladiators, doomed to 
tha cruel sport of the arena, marchec 
in close conjunction with the wildbeasti 
with which they were to contend 
Slaves, Ambassadors, trophies of war 
and royal gifts were seen and the im 
perious Zenobia fainting beneath the 
weight of golden chains and costl; 
jewels, the captive of the proud Aure 
lius. This was the honor conferred on 
a man who bad laid waste the faires 
portions of Europe and Asia. 


In 1840 France witnessed a pagean 


rivaling in glory that of Borne. Th 
dust of the proud Emperor Napoleon 
was returned to France, and amidst the 
homage of the mighty nation, wer 
placed within the grandest mausoleum 
ever erected to the memory of a man 
Who was he—benefactor or malefactor' 
He sacked the capitals of Europe, tram 
pled under foot the sanctity of the mar 
riage rite and left France a charnel 
house and desolation. 


Two years ago to-day America was 


witness of a grander pageant. 
The 


whole nation stood a mourner beside 
the bier of Grant. 
Sweet childhood 


forgot its amusement, beautiful woman- 
hood was clothed in ^sackcloth, prouc 
manhood gave way to grief. Wherever 
his feet had pressed in the circle of the 
globs was heard the sound of lamenta- 
tion. The ruler of 50,000)000 of free- 
men, 
surrounded by his Cabinet and 


the officers of the army and navy, emi- 
nent citizens, the Governors of States 
and the Mayors of commercial centers, 
hastened to do homage. He was the 
noblest of men, the firmest of friends, 
the truest of patriots, the purest of 
husbands, the most loving of fathers 
the bravest of wairiors. A glowing tri- 
bute was paid to the military genius o. 
Grant, and the speaker went on to as- 
sert that because the gift of the Presi- 
dency is held out as a prize to a native- 
born son of America, it does not mean 
that there is a premium on negleotec 
childhood. 


"The humble origin of Lincoln, Gar- 


field and Grant has been ridiculed 
across the sea, but," Baid Dr. Newman, 
"I would rather be the rail-splitter ol 
Illinois or the canal-boy of Ohio and 
die President of the United States, than 
to be born a royal prince and die a royal 
scoundrel. If all great men have nol 
great sons, all great sons have great 
mothers; and it was to his mother thai 
Grant owed bis greatness. Of the 
seventsen Presidents elucted, fourteen 
occupied high social positions, twelve 
were in fact university .men, and one 
was a graduate of Woat Point; the 
other thiee, with Washington at the 
head, were men richly endowed by na- 
ture, and who early gava evidence of 
the promise within them. Of the Vice- 
Presidents who succeeded to the Presi- 
dency, Tyler was the son of a Governor, 
Fillmore was a college piofessor and 
Arthur was the eon of a clergyman. 
Grant stood in his cl«so ut West Point 
as n first section man. He wns familiar 
with the English classics. His range 
of reading and general tufuim-ition was 
of the widest description. His intellect 
was of tne highest order aod his judg- 
ment cloudless. His character may be 
gummed up in a single sentence— 
'Changeless sincerity.' He was never 
other than himself, more thau himself, 
nor less than himself." 


Then came reference to Grant's last 


moments, how, when they thought him 
dead, he rallied, motioned for the tablet, 
and wrote not of his military fame or 
other honors, bat the touching and un- 
utterable words, "My son, my dear BOD, 
promise me when I am dtad your 
mother shall be buried by my side." 
It was not Grant the soldier, Grant the 
President,] Grant the husband, nor 
Grant the father that was greatest, but 
Grant the man. 


Speaking to Dr. Newman one day in 


regard to America, Grant said: "He is 
an American who loves America for 
America's sake, who accepts the funda- 
mental truth of American principles in 
sincerity and trutb, and who renounces 
all allegiance to Queen or King, Prince 
or Potentate, Emperor or 
Pope." 


When Dr. Newman related this, the 
audience applauded long and loudly. 


Continuing, Grant said: "Had I the 


power, hereafter, after • certain year— > 


and I s»y tbis with all due respect to 
our foreign born citizens—in tbe calen 
dar of the Bepvblic I would make a law 
that every foreigner who com en to this 
country should be obliged to llvo here 
aa long as I have to before he oonld ex 
eroise the right of suffrage." This, too 
was greeted with tremendous npplaune 
Reference to Grant's admiration of th< 
citizsn soldiery led the speaker by 
i 


happy transition to the second topio o 
his discourse, Logan. 
(|Dr. Newman's remarks ou Logan 
were of the mpst eulogistic description 
Lincoln, he said, was the genius of gov 
eminent, Grant the genius of war, Lo 
gan the genius of American citizenship 
A whiter soul than Logan never trod 
the earth. 
Reference was made to Lo 


Kan's religious convictions, and how, in 
the depth of bis humility, be flung him 
self at full length ou tbe carpet, no 
deeming himself worth to kueel even, in 
imploring the Divine aid. In conplu 
si on the lecturer said: "Lincoln raisei 
the American flag over an emancipate! 
people. Grant raised the flag over the 
Rebellion, and Logan would have raisec 
it above the nations of the enrth, uuti 
beneath its starry Held liberty becam 
th* universal heritage of mankind."
